Washington

WASHINGTON, Fob. 23.— Pro­ 
gressives put a presidential ticket 
in the field in 1924. 
There’s hard­ 
ly a hint of one in connection with 
the coming campaign. 
True, Senator George W. Nor­ 
ris has the Progressive endorse­ 
ment for the Republican nomina­ 
tion, but the Progressives know he 
won’t get it. 
Yet scarcely any­ 
body urges running him indepen­ 
dently, like the late Senator Rob­ 
ert M. La Follette, four years ago. 
It isn’t th at Progressive senti­ 
ment has wanted. 
On The contrary, the group is 
stronger in congress — especially 
the seriate—than when La 
Fol­ 
lette, the elder, 
ran. 
From 
all 
.signs, this ought to be a better 
Progressive year than th a t was. 
However, the Progressives appear 
to have had their fill of third party 
activities. 


The fact is, La Follette 
prob­ 
ably wouldn’t have been nom inat­ 
ed in 1924, if it had been exclu­ 
sively up to the Progressives to 
nominate him. 
The Committee for 
Progressive 
Political Action—a clumsier name 
for it xyould have been hard to 
think of— originally was to have 
held, 
not 
a nominating conven­ 
tion, but a conference, a fte r the 
Republican and Democratic selec­ 
tions had been made, to 
decide 
w hat to do about it. 
The intent 
tion was to choose, if possible, be­ 
tween the tw'o major league presi­ 
dential candidates, and to fram e 
up a list of congressional nominees 
whom good 
Progressives 
could 
conscientiously vote for. 
It was the 
general 
public, a 
number of newspapers, and one or 
two political groups like the So­ 
cialists, rath e r than the Progres­ 
sives, which insisted on 
regard­ 
ing the affair as the birth of a 
new party.

They announced th a t they w ire 
going to support him —he wasn t 
quite as advanced as the Social­ 
ists, for instance, but he’d do _■— 
they’d l>e on hand to root for him 
at the “convention” and he’d get 
their votes in November. 
It amounted to a challenge 
to 
the Progressives to fish or cut 
bait. 
They loved the old Wiscon­ 
sin w ar horse. 
They weren’t go­ 
ing to adm it th at anybody had 
more faith in him than they had. 
So, somewhat against their better 
judgment, they simply were bustl­ 
ed into accepting a program th a t 
wasn’t a t all theirs in the first 
place—and thus we had the La 
Follette and Wheeler ticket. 
It was all right The Progres­ 
sives were well enough satisfied 
with the showing they made. 
Still, they feel th a t it wras m ost­ 
ly a wasted effort. 
Their policy—not in an invidious 
sense of the expression — is to 
“bore from within.” 
I f s worked pretty well. 
They have the casting votes 
the senate.
